F the moſt ignorant of Criminals, when Condemaed'"to:dye, and juſtrready to undergo 
the deſerved puniſhment of their Offences, are always ambitious to extenuate the 
_Enormitie of their Crimes, wonder not then, that they who have afſum'd ro them- 
ſelves the dignify'd Orders of Religion and SanRitie, together with the perfections 

of noble Learning ; and under that Notion and Covertute, t6 eſtabliſh themſelves'jn the 
abſolyte- Dominion of the- Souls, and conſequently the: Bodies of Men; break all theFences 


' and impalements of Divinity and Morality, and being brought to ſuffer for their fo doing, 


make it their buſineſs to impoſe upon the Spectators of their laſt Behaviour. Thoſe people 
know that the laſt words of dyipg Men bear a great {way amongſt the Living, anc that 
the ſwanlike ſentences of thoſe that ſing at their departure, being-cunningly infinuated and

ECYEarly beloved Country-men , Iam come now to the laſt Scene of Mortality, to the hour 

of my Death, an hour which is the Horizon between Time and Eternity, an hour which 
muſt either make me aStar to ſhine for ever in theEmpyreum above, or a Firebrand to burn ever- 
laſtingly amongſt the damned Souls in Hell below; an hour in which if 1 deal ſincerely, and 
with a hearty forrow acknowledge my crimes, I may hope for mercy; but if I falſly deny 
them,l muſt expet nothing but Eternal Damnation; and therefore what | ſhall ſay in this great 
hour, I hope you will believe. And nowin this hour I do ſolemnly ſwear,proteſt,and yow,by all 
that is Sacred in Heaven and on Earth, and as I hope to ſee the Face of God in Glory, that I am 
as innocent as the Child unborn of thoſe treaſonable Crimes, which Mr. Oates and Mr. Duzu.ale 
have Sworn againſt me in my Tryal, and for which, ſentence of Death was pronounced againſt 
me the day after my Tryal; and that you may be aſſured that what I ſay is true, I doin 
the like manner proteſt, vow,and ſwear,as I hope to ſee the Face of God in Glory,that I do not 
in what I ſay unto you, make uſe of any Equivocation, mental Reſervation, and material 
Prolocution , or any ſuch ways to palliate Truth.

And now, dear Coutitry-men, in the ſecond place, Ido confeſs arid own to tlie whole World 
that] am a Roman Catholick, and a Prieſt, and one of that ſort of Prieſts which you call Feſuits ; 
and now becauſe they are fo falſly charged for holding King-killing DoQrine , I think it my 
duty to proteſt to you With my laſt dying words, that neither 1 in particular, nor the Feſazrs in 
general, hold any ſuch opinion, but utterly abhor and deteſt it; and I aſſure you , that among 
themultitnde of Authors, which among the Feſaits have printed Philoſophy, Divinity, Caſes or 
Sermons, there is not one to the beſt of my knowledge that allows of King-killing Doctrine, 
dr holds this poſition, That it is lawful for a private perſon to kill a King, although an Heretick, 
although a Pagan, although a Tyrant, there is, I ſay, not one Feſuit that holds this, except 1a- 
riana, the Spaniſh Jeſuit , and he defends it not abſolutely, but only problematically , for which 
his Book was called in again, and the opinions expugned and fentenced. And is it not a fad 
thing, that fer the raſhneſs of one ſingle Man , whilſt the reſtcry out againſt him, and hold 
the contrary, that a whole Religious Order ſhould he ſentenc'd ? Bur I have not time to diſcuſs 
this point at large, and therefore I refer you all to a Royal Author, I mean the wiſe and 
vidorious King Herry the Fourth of France , the Royal Grandfather of our preſent gracious 
King, io a publick Oration which he pronounced himſelf. in defence of the Feſuits, ſaid, that 
he was very well ſatisfied with the Feſa:r: Doctrine concerning Kings, as believing conformable 
tawhat the beſt Doors of the Church have taught. Bat why dol relate the teſtimony of one 

lar Prince , when the whole Carholick World is the Feſuir's Advocate ? for to them 
chiefly Germany, France, Italy, Spain, and Flanders, truſt the Education of their Youth, and to 
them in a great proportion, they truſt their own Souls to be governed in the Sacraments. 
And can you imagin ſo many great Kings and Princes , attd ſo many wile States ſhould do or 
permit this to be done iti their Kingdoms, if the Feſ#uits were men of ſuch damnable principles 
s they are tow taken for in England ?

Eing now, good People, very near my End, and ſummon'd by a violent Death to appear 

betore God's Tribunal; there to render an account of all my thoughts, words, and 
aftions, before a juſt Judge , I am bound in Conſcience to declare upon Oath my Innocence from 
the horrid Crime of Treafon , with which I amfalſely accuſed : And I eſteem it a Duty Iowe 
to Chriſtian Charity , to publiſh to the World before my death all that I know in this point, 
concerning thoſe Catholicks I have converſed with ſince the firſt noiſe of the Plot , deſiring 
from the very bottom of my heart, that the whole Truth may appear , that Innocence may be 
clear'd, to the great Glory of God, and the Peace and Welfare of the King and Country, 
As for myſelf, I call God to witneſs, that I was never in my whole life at any Confult or 
Meeting of the Jeſuits, where any Oath of Secrecy was taken , or the Sacrament, as a Bond of 
Secrecy, either by me or any one of them, to conceal aty Plot againſt His Sacred Majeſty ; nor 
was I ever preſent at any Meeting or Conſult of theirs , -where any Propoſal was made, or

I am, good People, as free from the Treaſon I am accuſed of, as the Child that is unborn , and 
being innocent I never accuſed my ſelf in Confeſſion -of any thing that I amcharged with. 
Which certainly , if I had been conſcious to my ſelf of any Guilt in this kind, I ſhould not1o 
frankly and freely, as.I did , of my-own accord, preſented my ſelf before the King's Moſt 
Honourable Privy Council. As for thoſe Catholicks, which I have conyerſed with ſince the 
noiſe of the Plot, I proteſt before God , in the words of a dying Man, that I never heard 
any one of them, neither Prieſt nor Layman, expreſs to me the leaſt knowledge of any Plot, 
that was then on foot amongſt the Catholicks, againſt the King's Moſt Excellent Majeſty , 
for the advancing the Catholick Religion.

No leſs, if not more apparent is the fallacy of their diſowning and difavowing

Choſen Son of God, re- 
ceive the Sword of Jeptha, the Sword of Sampſon, the Sword of David with which he 
cut off Goliah's Head Grc. go and be prudently couragions. Then falling on their knees, 
they mumble forth this diſmal exorciſm; Cherubims and Seraphims, ye Thrones and 
Powers, ye Holy Angels atl deſcend, and fill this blefied Veſicl with perpetual Glory; dayly 
offer to him the Crown of the Bleſſed Virgin Mary, the Holy Patriarchs and Martyrs ; For 
be 1s now your own, and no longer belongs to 89, Then they bring him to the Altar; 
and ſhewing him the Picture of 7acob Clements. Strengthen, O Lord they cry, this 
thy Arm, the Inſtrument of thy revenge. Let all the Saints ariſe and give place to Hins. 
An invention of Men worſe than Devils, enough to amaze Heaven it ſelf; which 
ſhews that the words of dying men are not always Oracles, wherr they go about to 
palliate embodyed Villany. Nor was Mariana's. Book exploded, as Gawen averrs ; 
but it is true that care was taken by the Jeſuits to ſuppreſs both Marians and others, 
for he was not alone, meerly out of neceflity, and to divert the ſtorm that threaten- 
ed them from the Court of France.
